COLORS OF MOST 
~ FLAGS ARE SAME 


tUnele Sam Has No Monopoly on 
the Use of the Red, White 


and Blue. 


EACH HUE HAS SIGNIFICANCE 


| American Standard Said to Be an Ev- 
olution and Combination of De- 
signs Long Antedating the Rev- 
olutionary Period. 


The principal colors in the flags of 
all nations today are red, white and 
blue in diverse combinations. Here 
{and there green is shown, but red, 
white and blue are the colors of nine- 
teen out of twenty-five national flags 
} and are the colors of practically all 
the flags of the nations of Europe, 

The significance of national colors 
goes back to the days of heraldry and 
many of the devices displayed on flags 
are either heraldic designs or have 
been derived from such designs. Red 
stands for courage and military forti- 
tude, blue symbolizes loyalty and 
truth and white stands for peace and 
sincerity. In the Italian, Irish, Bra- 
zilian and Mexican flags green is one 
of the colors, and in heraldry this col- 
or signified hope and = foy Black, 
which appears in the German flag in 
combination with red and white, 
stands for constancy. 

Standard of Minute Men. 

A historian has written thot the 
furmers in the battle of Lexington 
carried the “cornet” 
the Three County troop. That banner 
was devised for a troop of cavalry 
raised in the counties of Essex, Suf- 
folk and Middlesex, Massachusetts, in 
| 1659.) The office of color bearer of this 
troop became an inheritance in the 
Page family of the Bay colony. The 
flag was carried in King Philip's war 
in 1676. When the Minute Men were 
organized, Nathanicl Page, TIT of Bed- 
ford, Mass., took the old flag out ror 
use at drill.

On the flag are three circular figures, 
Which If ts thonght were put there te 
represent cannon balls. The words 
“Vinee et Moriture” (Conquer or Die) 
ure on a gold seroll, 

The the American flag 
may be to be an evolution and 
combinution of colors and destgns long 
antedating the American Revolution. 
The flags thet were carried by mill- 
tury orgaunizations in the colonies be 
fore the outhreak of the Revolution 
were not British flags, but organtiza- 
tion flags. 

Inspired by Union Jack. 

The British ensign or Union Jack 
was the inspiration of the American 
flag. The Union Jack is a combina- 
tion of the English’ red cross of St. 
George on a white field, the Sentech 
white cross of St. Andrew on a blue 
field and the Trish red cross of St. Pat- 
rick. The combination of the English 
and Scotch flags wes agreed on in 
1608, soon after the union of England 
and Seotlind under James TI. 

The word “Jacek,” as anplied to the 
British flag is supposed to be a corrups 
tion of “Jack,” which was the eommon 
abbreviation of “Jacobus,” the Teatin 
for James.

As a 
mutter of fact, he omitted to empha 
size his figures by observing that the 
great proportion of the civil popula 
ties) immediately engaged in work for 
the support of the army is quite as im 
pressive a peculiarity of this struggle 
A Warfare of Machinery. 


It is a warfare of machinery and 
mechanisms, many of them new and 
heretofore almost untried. These huve

trained for using them. 

Comparing the present war with 
that of 1IS70 between Germany and 
France, General Rebertson observed 
that “in the N70 war armies were 
counted by the hundred thousand, and 
at the battle of Gravelotte, where the 
heaviest losses were incurred. the to- | 
tal casualties were only about 33,000 | 


men on both sides, while for the whole 
war the total casualties of both sides | 
were less than half a million. | 

“In the present war the killed alone 
ean be counted by the imillfon, while 
the total number of men engaged 
nmounts to nearly 24,000,000. In fact, 
this war is not, as in the pust, a war 
merely of opposing armies, but a war 
of nations, and there is not today a 
man or woman in the empire who ts 
not doing something either to help or | 
to hinder the winning of the war. A 
man of great distinction told me the 
other day that he estimated the weight 
of purely military effort at only 25 per | 
cent of “the whole, the remaining 75 
per cent being, strictly speaking, of a 
nonmilitary nature, and made up of 
many elements—agriculture, food, 
shipping, diplomacy, ete. I think he is 
probably not far wrong, and when peo- 
ple ask me, as they sometimes do, how 
the war is getting on, I feel inclined 
to reply, ‘Why ask me? Why not ask 
yourself and the remainder of the 75 
per cent?” 


Allies Outnumber Enemy. 

General Robertson's figure of 24,- 
000,000 as the number of men actually 
engaged in the military operations is 
probably based on as good taformation 
as any man in the world possesses. 
The British general staff knows all 
about the armies of the entente coun- 
tries, and knows all that anybody out- 
side Berlin and Vienna knows about 
those of the central powers. 

He didn't suggest how the numbers 
are now divided between the two sides, 
but it is very certain that the entente 
nations decidedly outweigh their ene- 
mies in mere numbers. The Germanic 
powers on the other hand, have the 
great advantage of shorter lMnes and 
easier communications. With Russia 
comparatively inactive, it Is not at all 
certain that the weight of numbers is 
now very decidedly in favor of the en- 
tente pesples. But the weight of ma- 
chinery is decidely to their advantage.

the jaboticaba tree. The delicious fruit 
is often known as “the grape of Bra- 
vil’ on aceount of its appearance, and, 
as described in a bulletin of the Unifed 
States department of agriculture, is 
ronspicuous from its peculiar habit of 
crowing directly upon the bark, not 
only of the small limbs but even of 
the trunk and exposed roots. The tree, 
“rowing to a height of 385 to 40 feet, 
branches freely close to the ground, 
spreading into a syinmetrical leafy top 
of great beauty. The flowers, produced 
singly and in clusters, often cover the 
entire bark above the ground. The 
fruit develops rapidly to a diameter of 
half an inch to an inch and a half, has 
u deep maroon-purple color, is covered 
with a thick, rather tough skin charged 
with coloring matter and much tannin, 
und contains the translucent juicy 
pulp. having an agreeable vinous fla- 
vor suggestive of the Muscatine grape. 
One to four flattened oval seeds, a 
quarter of an inch long, are inclosed 
iu this pulp. The fruit tempts one to 
cat indefinitely, the complaint being 
that it is impossible to satisfy one’s 
appetite on jaboticabas.

Queer Sort of Butter.

The young 
birds are extremely plump and from 
them is obtained rich fat, the natives’ 
yery good substitute for butter. The 
birds are taken from their nests when 
two or three weeks old. After they 
ure killed, they are put on to boil, not 
in water, but in their own fat. The 
patives experience some difficulty in 
getting at the nests of the guacharo, 
for they must creep through caves and 
wade through stagnant pools to reach’ 
their prey. The full-grown guacharo is 
so ffmid that no one ever has been able 
to photograph a living specimen.

Learning the 
seriousness of the charge against him, 
the defendant und his father asserted 
that he was but seventeen years old, 
and demanded that the boy be at once 
turned over to the juvenile authorities, 
us the law of this state prevents a 
prisoner under elghteen years of age 
being tried in a criminal court. 
Thoroughly convinced that the 
youth Was at least eighteen years old, 
the juvenile court physician decided to 
huve M-rauy photographs made of the 
epiphyseal bones of his hand, elbow 
and hip, and also photos of the same 
bones of a seventeen-year-old youth, 
it was hoped, would then 
settle the matter, as it is a known fact 
in medical cireles that when a boy 
reaches the age of eighteen years those 
bones become hardened, 

The photographs develope 
X-ray pictures of the bones of the boys 
showed that those of the seventeen- 
yeur-old) boy had not hurdened, but
